105. An optocally transparent structure for conducting assays comprising one or more 
chambers, eacA having an upper surface and a lower spaced opposed surface, said upper and 
lower surfaces defining a space therebetween, the lower surface having a plurality of surface 
locations bearinaa hydrophillic coating, the spacing between said upper and lower surfaces 
being sufficientMsmall to facilitate fluid flow by capillary action of a fluid introduced into said 
space to cover all &f the locations bearing a hydrophillic coating.
